The flat he moved intn at Milsonii Point, 
N.S.W., was ines pensive — but ujiftirniahed, 
JO fiad to find a way tn fumish it wiibout 
cx{:ecdin|f hix biid^et: $100. 

The idea of using pacfcinjj-cases to milce 
Sumiture tame when he had his tape-recorder 
dipped from England in a tea-chest. 

Thi* box remained the only piece of fur- 
niiure in the room for somt time, itntil John 
rlrrided to paini il with wood-3iab to mate 
it Itss obviouiily msik*?5hift.

Became a challenge 

Some he wai giveh from a I sTge depart- 
ment ftoTV, others & frifnd found in the itreet 
hear a second-hand shnp — awpiliiiR the gar- 
baj?e disposal. Thew vvere freely ^vrn, for 
I he price of their removal. 

From then ofi» Jobfi says, it became a chal- 
leoge to tec how far he could go with the idea 
and the approximate 1100 he had allowed for 
fumitihings.

• People often ask the author, "What was It like crossing the 
Atlantic in a small boat?" His answer, below, is full of surprises. 



WHILE 
T " work€ 



overseas^ I 
worked for a time 
for, and with, a retired 
colonial Governor of 
Gambia, West Africa, 
who wished to fuUil his 
lifdong desire — to sail 
his own yachl across the 
Atlantic. 

He waj 6S, and hi^ 34fL 
Aat^bottoDiGd^ barge-Tlggl^d 
sloop was oiJlcd SpuTwiog. 
Gambia, where blAck and 
white had LIveff Karmi^moiuly 
« aeighboE^ — 1 found the 
African a most fa^oDating 
and lovable pmonaUtjr — 
was on the eve of indepen- 
dence^ and he had been 
tnviied to Use celebrations. 

So wc finidied preparing 
for die crinsing^ witnessed 
tlic c^JebratioTu, and then 
we sailed forth, bound for 
the alluring West Indies. 

Now that it 15 all over, I 
find it diiilcult to answ^ the 
many questimis I am asked 
about our voyage. 

The fondioKs of an empty 
ocean, a wet bunk to sleep in, 
fxtld m<aU for days on eml, 
hours of icwing tom canvas, 
often by the lighi qf a flicker- 
ing spinii-liimp, die sea's 
counties moods and its deep 
soul^earchLng consols tiott, 
arc simply mn comprehen- 
jiWe tq the average person. 

Vet these thinp are die 
verjf spice which tiddea the 
pabte of those who have 
sailed under rjmva;[| across ihc 
otieans. 

Departure .

Also 
the preparations, howevcj 
limple, bring the first sen' 
Mtkfru of inevitability — 
apprehefuions even — as to 
the final ouicome.

The township of Batlmrst 
bad come to life at dai^n, 
bot onty when die pearl-grey 
mm lifted from the river 
could we see the dark people 
padding along in loo!te cotton 
mh^x, brilliantly colored. 

Slender dugout canfws 
km fed acrwi^ the water — 
the Sei^RaleH trader* were 
irriving for the markets. 

Not a breath of wtnd stir- 
red, and pelioms swooped 
low over the water looking 
for all the world like piecet 
of flying luggage. 

A fish leapt clear, then 



plopped back itito the water. 
tt broke the silence. 

At nine, I winched in the 
cahlc and started the dieseL

Way, the motion is such chat 
every single action, every 
movement, and every tflsk, 
however trlAing, has to be 
planned. 

To get up from one's bunk 
rcquireji sidll, planning^ and 
spUL-niomrnt urn ing. 

Fiiat, legs oyt, next, grip 
the rail above your head, then 
wait for the next l^nxh. 

When the cabin watt 
normally vertical, is in the 
horijon^ and looki safe to 
walk on, you i^dy yourself 
— if lurchei up swiftly and 
becomes a waU once more, 
and the Aoor h juit about 
where it should be and you 
jump down^ still hanging on 
lo the head-rail in case some- 
thing alters the pitching 
movement before you land. 

Pouring tea 

Every step you take must 
be planned. You must use at 
least one hand to hang on 
with, every moment of the 
day or night when out of the 
bunk.

To put down a fork while 
you reach for the salt is a 
fatal mbiake. The fork 
dithers away out of rearh on 
to the floor, and you must 
then perform an acrobatic 
feat tn redaim it while still 
boltling the bowl of stew in 
one hand, so i:hat it does not 
spill, and gripplog the table 
with die other hand to pre- 
vent being thrown acrosa the 
cabin. 

One learns to live with the 
conditions, of coarse. 

We never sat down to eat 
till our fork and knife were 
safely deposited in our shirt 
pockets. 

W^ahin§ up 

Then to eai — bowl in onr 
hand* splayed ¥iride apart 
on the furniture to wedge the 
body stilly cake knife from 
pocket, cut the meat, replace 
knife, take fork, aiKl enjoy a 
mouthful^ bark to pocket, and 
reach for knife once more. 

Cooking aod washing up 
took longer than a housewife 
could believe po$£iblc. Each 
itcni to be washed up had to 
bft unwcdged for safety, 
washed, then dried, then 
wedge-d back. First a pLate^ 
next a cupj 3 spoon, then a 
glass, then a lurch, a smash* 
and ti^at glass will never be 
washed again. 

if you are not careful 
whilst drinking from a cup^ a 
hirch will slosh it all over 
your facjc. It is only funny 
when ft happens to the other 
fellow, and even then the 
regularity eta become 
monotonous. 

Ou Lstde on deck it ia 
much eajiier to cope, for you 
can get your bearing^ by 
watching the sea around you 
and anticipating ihe boat** 
movements^ 

The only thing that could 
he accompliihrd in relative 
comfort was readings so I 
read for anything up to five 
hour^ a day. 1 finished som« 
long books on that voyage 
— *'Anna Karen ina,'' *' Doc- 
tor Zhivago," *'Gone With 
The Wind, ' and a long rstay 
on psychology^ among otbert. 

Days rolled by with im* 
erring sittiiliLrily. 

Tlic sameness hcgan to 
h»vc cn intercsthiK effect ob 
our persaiudifies, 1 noted in 
my diary. 

The ikipper and I wwdd 
rarely speak^ except to dlf- 
cusi briefly a menu or com* 
pare oy uavigntiooal find* 
ings. D.iys would often past 
with bi.Tcly a word spoken. 

Strange that we did not 
chatter away endlessly to 
ovetcome the loneline«i. 

Time stopped altogether it 
seemed. One day varied from 
the next in name Oiily the 



name appearing on Ihe head 
of my diary page.

Gibraltar, liad an uneanrcy

Tonight, b the darkness, 
wc vaon lost light of him as 
H"C rushed to get the mil 
down and untangle the niass 
of wire thot was the broken 
slay. 

The masti released of iik 
stay, bent me way ih^ the 
neal, curving pacefylly like 
a bfljunA and ihineat^nlng in 
break a t any tnne. 

The saih were folded down 
in double time. 

We repaired the stay-wire, 
and at dawn hoisted the sail 
once more — and could not 
fmd the cat anywhere.

Since the radio had failed 
to work after being drenched 
I baked it in a mod^ate-io- 
cool oven the next day for 
an hour and a half. Afitu< 
allowing to cool, 1 tested to 
see if it had been done 
properly, 

Pie and grawy 

What joy, my culinary arts 
must he improving, beraujid 
with a flick of the switch the 
BBC came through to us 
loud and clear: "llie time is 
eleven hundred hours Green- 
wirh Mean Tim*," 

1 happily reported lo the 
skipper that accurate nai^iga- 
don could be caleulated once 
more. 

We fftjoiciMJ OB a feast of 
beef pie and gravy. Banana 
friitera followed. 

The winds began to ease 
off as we drew neater lo the 
Caribbean, 

Ne%'ertheless our day runs 
were still go<»d^ though not 
a» good as our record of 
147 miles in 2+ hours. 

On the afternoon of the 
20th day at lea the skipper 
decliirctf that at ten o'elock 
we should be able to sijrht 
the lighthouse on Barbados. 

Dutiftdly as Ihe time drew 
n fear I perched myself aloft 
with the hinnculaj's and half 
fln hour laici:, to niy joy* I 
spotted a light which could 
have been a low star, or a 
ship, SCI momt^niarily did it 
gleapi. 

I checked the ch^rt to find 
that Ragged Point Light 
ah one for 15 seconds duim- 
tion only, in every two 
minutes, so I checked ihe 
light's flashes against a stop- 



watch, and half an hour later 
decided that it could be none 
other dian Ragged Point 
Light, on Barbados;, dead 
ahead — our goal of two 
and a half thotiiand nulet 
and 21 dayi" sailiog. 

Ail night wc ^Ikd armmd' 
thf island and sis the sun 
rose we drew up to a Heet 
of pleasure boats and local 
schooners peacefully ridh»g 
to anchor in the lucid dear 
waters that sighed heavily on 
the white cOral bradii^. 

Gieen palms leaned from 
the ihores and stirred in the 
bte^ of a new day. 

We celebrated with a cup 
of tea and fried s^u^gu 
from a tin. A warm mmver 
in fresh water completed mir 
accomplishment. It di« 
first shower for 20 days — 
did we need it? ITien sieep^ 
12 glorious hours of peaces 
fid uninterrupted blisL 

And what was our reactioa 
upon awakening that even- 
ing?

SITTING 




ALTHOUGH Mr. and Mrs. Ross Thyer's 
A-frame house at Avalon Heights, N.S.W,, 
blends so well with its setting that tt seems to 
grow from the site^ its low heights as seen 
from the street, is deceptive. Inside, the 
raftered cei^mgs follow the sloping rooflrne 
to give a feeiing of height and space. The only 
flat ceiling is tn the central hallway, and the 
space above is used for storage. 

To take full advantage of its easterly aspect 
and lovely views, one wall of the sitting-roorT> 
is almost entirely glass. Above glass doors 
which open to a long titnber deck is a 
triangular, cathedraJ-like window. The main 
bedroom, at the opposite end of the house, has 
a similar window. 

Mrs, Th yer enjoys entertaining, tikes to talk 
to guests frT>m tf>e kitchen, but not for them 
to see the dishes. So the kitchen is under the 
same ceiling as the sitting-room, but has a 
2ft. 6in. higher floor levei, and is visually 
separated from it by a haif-wall of built-in 
bookshelves. Guests can see only Mrs. Thyer's 
head. 

The "Riyers also wanted an open fireplace: 
this is incorporated in the cfinker-brtck feature 
wall which partJy separates the sitting-room 
from the dining-room. 

Both the front door and tlw family room 
open on to a sunny garden court, planted in 
the Japanese style^ and screened from street 
and neighboring houses by a high brick wall 

An individual furnishing scheme - — in colors 
to blend with the natural building materials, 
especially the blue in the clinker bricks — adds 
to the charm of the house. 

"i like a combination of old and new furni- 
ture/' said Mrs. TJbyer, "and I like to take time 
to find and do things.

In the sitting-room, a modern sofa, which 
Mrs, Thyer covered in dull blue velvet, teams 
with such old pi&c&s as a Victorian sideboard 
and a grandf^her clock, both stripped and 
oiled for added interest. The tflll-backed 
Jacobean oak chairs in the dining-room were 
bought cheaply at an auction. Stripped and 
oiled, and with fresh seat covers of blue thai 
silk, they go perfectly wKh a new oak tabte.
